Little pub¬ 
licized from its inception, the “8 
ball” has accomplished without din 
or furore a tremendous increase 
in War Bond participation among 



civilian employees of the Camp. 
Intended to symbolize that section 
with the smallest percentage of 
War Bond participation, it has 
stimulated sales to such an extent 
that from Sept. 1st, 1943, to Dec. 
15th, 1943, participation has in¬ 
creased from 83% to 97.2% and 
pay reservation has jumped from 
7.2% to 10.8%. 

After every section has reached 
the goal of 100% participation, 
which should be soon, the “8 ball”

A specialist in his particular 
field, Capt. Graney had twenty- 
five years of experience in the 
food business prior to his entry 
into the Army in October, 1942. 
Here at Anza, which is the only 
camp to which he has been assign¬ 
ed, he supervises the purchasing 
and contracting of all food sup¬ 
plies necessary to the maintenance 
of Camp Anza and the Arlington 
Special Training Center. 

Though born in Indiana, Capt. 
Graney has lived in San Bernar¬ 
dino, Calif., since 1920. The first 
nine years in this state he worked 
as a travelling agent for a food 
brokerage concern; but in 1929 he 
established his own wholesale and 
retail food business in San Bernar¬ 
dino which he discontinued upon 
his entry into the Service. Curi¬ 
ously enough, he said, I enlisted 
in the first World War but was 
rejected because of poor eyesight. 

An active person socially, Capt. 
Graney is a member of the Ma¬ 
sons, Elks, and the Kiwanis Club 
of San Bernardino. In pre-war 
days he was Director of the City 
Planning Division of San Bernar¬ 
dino, and presided as chairman of 
numerous welfare boards. One 
board is worthy of mention for 
through its efforts 6500 children 
were treated annually at Christ¬ 
mas time to gifts and a huge par¬ 
ty. (Considering that he was never 
interested in politics that is some¬ 
thing.—Ed.) 

An ardent baseball fan, Capt. 
Graney played semi-pro ball for 
many years.
